Flake 
into a basin, Ceft-over fish 
is very good for this recipe’ 
Boil the potatoes and drain. 
Mash. Stir in fat and a little 
milk 
creamy. Add pepper to taste 
Mix the fish and potato mix- 
ture and add the eggs ‘and 
flour if used’. Roll into balls. 
Brush over with some of the 
egg and roll in cracker crumbs 
or’ breadcrumbs. Fry until 
crisp and golden in deep, 
smoking fat if possible, but 
shaiiow fat will also do tin 
which case do not add flour 
to the fish balls). Garnish 
with parsley and serve hot. 
‘The best way of stretching 
the meat ration is a pie, and 
a potato crust is just the 
thing for it. Mince the meat 
finely. Lightly fry chopped 
onions. Toss in a bit of flour 
to bubble, then add potato 
water. Stir until thick. Season 
to taste. Remove from fire. 
Add the minced meat and 
beat together. Line a pie 
plate (for the oven) or won- 
der pot (for the primus) with 
the following pastry, cover 
with the meat mixture, and 
hake. 2
